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1 . Claims 1 -4 remain for examination. 

2. Claims 1,3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chowetal. (5,617,486) in view of Vassiliadis et al. (4,924,422). 

3. The rejections are maintained and incorporated by reference the Office Action on 
06/09/04 . 

4. The response filed on 09/09/04 have been fully considered but is not 
persuasive. 

5. In the remarks, applicant argued that : 

a) the phrase "operation in parallel" indicates a status that N+1-th data is being 
processed in an arithmetic decision step while N-th data is being processed in an 
arithmetic control step; 

b) neither Chow nor Vassiliadis teach, or suggest the claimed invention. 

6. As to a), and b) above, applicant is kindly reminded that unclaimed features 
cannot be used to overcome the prior art (e.g. see CCPA In re Lundenberg & Zuschlag , 
113, USPQ 530, 534 (1957)). For example, nowhere does applicant claim (e.g. see 
claim 1) recite an operation in parallel that indicates a status that N+1-th data is being 
processed in an arithmetic decision step while N-th data is being processed in an 
arithmetic control step, or the like. Applicant only recites "computing and deciding in 
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parallel" (see claim 1 , lines 5-6). For the reasons of obviousness to include computing 
and deciding in parallel, it was already set forth in Paragraph 5 of the last Office action 
on 06/09/04. Therefore, it will not be repeated herein. 

7. Claims 2 and 4 are allowable over the art of record. The reasons of allowance 
were already set forth in Paragraphs 6,7 in the last Office action on 06/09/04, therefore, 
it will not be repeated herein.
